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ANOTHER: Greatest of All Streamliners Will Be 


Ready Early in’37 to Replace the “City of San Francisco” 


'ONSTRUCTION will soon be 

started on the largest and most 
powerful streamliner yet designed, to 
replace the present “City of San Fran- 
cisco” on the San Francisco-Chicago 
run, 

To be completed early next year, the 
new streamliner will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,500,000, or about 50 per 
cent more than the “City of San Fran- 
cisco” now in service. It will be owned 
and operated jointly by Southern Pa- 
cific, Union Pasific and Chicago & 
North Western railroads, according to 
the announcement made by President 
A. D. McDonald of Southern Pacific. 

The Union Pacific and Chicago & 
North Western, will build 9 similar 
train to take the place of the present 
“City of Los Angeles.” 

The new “City of San Francisco” 


Faster Schedules 
Fastcr mail and express train ser- 


vice between Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco, and general improvement in 
passenger train schedules on the 
Overland and San Joaquin Valley 
routes, will become effective De- 
cember 13, 

The Fast Mail Train No. 9 will 
have a 40 minute faster schedule 
into San Francisco. Leaving Og- 
den at 8:50 a.m., the train will ar- 
rive in San Francisco at 6:52 a.m., 
affording the San Francisco Bay 
area and other points in Northern 
California the earliest arrival of 
eastern express and mail traffic that. 
has ever been available, 

The Overland Limited will be op- 
erated as a standard Pullman train 
of S. P. lines. Twenty minutes will 
be cut from the train’s eastbound 
schedule, with departure from San 
Francisco at 8:20 p.m. instead of 
8 p.m., with same arrival at castern 
destination. 

A new train, No. 287, will be es- 
tablished between Sparks and San 
Francisco, which train together with 
No. 9, will handle the westbound 
Overland’s coach and tourist cars. 
This arrangement will give tourist 
and coach passengers 20 minutes 
earlier arrival in San Francisco. 

In the schedule changes on the 
San Joaquin Valley route, the air- 
conditioned daylight San Joaquin, 
Trains No. 51-52, will operate 40 
minutes faster Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, while the southbound 
schedule will also be slightly re- 
duced. Train No. 55 will be ex- 
tended to operate through from 
Fresno between Los Angeles and 


San Francisco. i 


will be a 17-car train instead of 11-car 
as at present, and will have nearly 50 
per cent more capacity for Pullman 
passengers, with 50 sections and 41 full- 
sized compartments, drawing-rooms 
and bedrooms. It will carry one coach. 

There will be three power cars, each 
housing twin 90¢-horsepower Dicgel- 
electrie units, costing over $500,000 in 
all, with o total of 5400 ‘horsepower, 
whereas the streamliner now in use has 
only 2400 horsepower. The power 
units alone will be 208 feet in length, 
and the entire train will be 1264 feet 
long, or just short of a quarter of a 
mile. 

Innovations in passenger equipment, 
it was stated, will be featured by a 
duplex bedroom car with 17 rooms, and 
a two unit diner, one car having 64 
seats and the other containing the 
kitchen and a 32-seat coffee shop. A 
full observation-lounge car, with cock- 
tail bar, also a barber shop and shower 
bath, will be carried at the rear. In 
addition, luxurious club room facilities 
will be provided near the head end of 
the train. 

The new “City of San Francisco” will 
operate between San Francisco and 
Chicago on the 3934-hour schedule now 
in effect, which covers the 2264-mile 
tun in one day and two nights. 

In announcing the improved stream- 


liner, President McDonald pointed out 
that the new train will embody many 
changes and refinements resulting from 
experience with the present “City of 
San Francisco.” There will be more 
lounge space, and the twin dining car 
units and duplex bedroom car will set 
new standards of service and comfort, 
he said. 

The consist of the train will be: 

Three power cars; one baggage car, 
with dormitory for diner crew; one 54- 
seat, coach; the two-unit diner; one 
finely equipped club car; two four- 
compartment, three-drawing-room 
cars; three 12-section Pullmans; one 
14-section Pullman; one 10-room bed- 
room. car; one duplex bedroom car, and 
one observation-lounge car. 

The train will have accommodations 
for 174 Pullman and 54 coach passen- 
gers, or a total of 228. The present 
“City of San Francisco” has a capacity 
of 84 Pullman and 86 coach passengers. 

Sides of the new train will be vertical 
instead of sloping. Berths will be two 
and one-half inches wider and one and 
one-half inches longer than in the pres- 
ent standard Pullmans, and there will 
be several extra long berths for tall 
persons. 

The train will be completely air- 
conditioned, and in addition each roam 
will have individual heat control. 


N EW CARS: Pacific Fruit Express Places 


Big Order; $20,000,000 Is Spent In Past Year 


PURCHASE of 2,000 new refrigerator 

ears and reconstruction of 1750 
additional cars, or a total of 3750 cars, 
at a cost of more than $10,500,000, for 
the Pacific Fruit Express Company, 
jointly owned by Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, was announced De- 
cembor 2. 

Construction of the new cars will be 
divided among four firms, as follows: 
General American Car Company, Chi- 
cago, 500; American Car and Foundry 
Company, Chicago, 500; Pullman 
Standard Car Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Chicago, 500; Pacific Car and 
Foundry Company, Renton, Washing- 
ton, 500. The total amount of these 
contracts will be approximately $7,- 
800,000. 

Work of rebuilding the 1750 refrig- 
erator cars will be done in Pacific Fruit 
Express Company’s own shops at Rose- 
ville and Los Angeles. Cost of recon- 
struction will be about $2,715,000. 

The present orders for new Pacific 
Fruit Express rolling stock follows the 
$10,000,000 contracts awarded last 
April for 2700 refrigerator cars, and 


brings the company’s expenditures this 
year for the purpose of placing addi- 
tional cars in service to more than 
$20,000,000. 

Representing the latest develop- 
ments in design and construction, the 
new cars are considerably lighter than 
such equipment used heretofore and 
will afford improved facilities for the 
handling of perishable freight. 

All the new and rebuilt cars will be 
ready for service by next summer’s 
peak, it is expected.

Mashed Potatoes; Combination Salad; 
Apple Pie a la Mode; Assorted Fresh 
Fruit; Assorted Bread and Butter; Tea; 
Coffee; Milk. 

What this menu lacked in elaborate- 
ness, was more than made up for in 
quantity. Out of 39 persons who or- 
dered steak, 18 called for a second one; 
while 11 of the 19 who were served 
broiled spring chicken (half), dupli- 
cated their order! No record is avail- 
able on the soup, asparagus, potato, 
salad, pie, fruit and beverage consump- 
tion, but it is not uncommon to sce 
some of the lads wash down these 
dainty little repasts with three and four 
bottles of milk. 

Napoleon would have had a tough 
job feeding an army of eaters like this, 
but the S. P. dining car department does 
it, and the dining car crews just love to 
see the young gridiron warriors eat.

Now that the giant San Francisco- 

Oakland Bay Bridge has been for- 
mally dedicated with the greatest of all 
celebrations in the history of San Fran- 
cisco Bay cities, and some 500,000 au- 
tomobiles have traveled over the 834- 


a cost of nearly $13,000; establishing 
freight tariffs to include the services of 
storage, unloading and reloading in the

Francisco for contractors’ operations, 

Of the bridge steel Southern Pacific 
handled all that went into the four 
towers of the suspension section on the 
west side of Yerba Buena Island; for 
the anchor arm and the A frame of 


mile structure in the three 
weeks since its opening on 
November 12, it is of in- 
terest. for railroaders to 
review the important part. 
Southern Pacific played 
in bringing the whole proj- 
ect to a completion. 

The Company provided. 
complete service from mill 
to bridge site, handling 
22,607 carloads of freight 
entering into the construc- 
tion of the bridge; the 
equivalent of a train of 
cars 214 miles long.

Some of 
the loads were of such un- 
usual Iength, height and 
width that it was neces- 
sary to handle over tracks 
where greatest tunnel 
clearance existed and over 
portions of the route in 
daylight. The longest 
piece was 91 feet, the 
widest 10 ft. 6 in., and the 
highest above rail 17 ft. 


6 in. Most of the steel 
moved via Ogden and the 
Sunset Routes, but some 
was received from con- 
necting lines at Stockton. 
About 50,000 tons of 
stecl was handled through 
the storage yard at West 
Oakland. Arriving there 
the steel was unloaded 
from the cars. There it 
remained 90 days for wea- 
thering before it was 
sandblasted to a clean 
surface and red-leaded. 
It was because of this 
painting operation that a 
large storage area was 
necessary, so that the sep- 
arate pieces could be laid 
out separately, rather than 
being stored in piles. 
Then as the various 
pieces were required in 
the bridge structure they 
were reloaded onto cars 
in the storage area, 
switched ontotherailroad’s 
steel car barge, and towed 
to the pier sites where the 
contractors’ cranes lifted 
them directly from the 
ears into position on the 
bridge. As many as 13 
cars of steel were handled 
on the barge at one time. 
Reloading the cars in 
the storage area was care- 
fully planned. Biue print 
charts were used to get 
maximum load on the cars 
and maximum number of 
ears on the barge, and algo 
to insure that the steel 
sections were so placed on 
the cars that they could be lifted by the 
eranes with greatest facility and in the 
order of their position in the structure. 
Barges loaded with steel for the 
cantilever section on the east side of the 
island were floated out to and under the 
work as it progressed over. the bay. 
This was accomplished by landing the 
loaded ‘barge alongside one of the con- 
tractor’s empty barges that had been 
anchored in the desired location. . ‘The 
Principal steel pieces were then lifted 
by the bridge cranes direct from the car 
barge and set into place. Small pieces 
were loaded onto the contractor’s barge 
to be used when needed, while the rail- 
toad’s barge returned to Oakland Pier

Oakland Pier to the various pier sites 
began on February 26, 1934, and was 
concluded March 28, 1936, when the 
last delivery was made for the eanti- 
lever span. 

Other heavy tonnage handled by the 
railroad included the aggregate mate- 
rial for the concrete work. Conerete 
required for construction of all the 
bridge piers was batched in a plant 
erected by the contractor of 8. P. 
Wharf No. 2 at Oakland Pier, where the 
plant’s bunkers had storage capacity 
of 1500 tons. These bunkers were filled 
by cars being unloaded into track hop- 
pers directly under the wharf and de- 
Jivered on conveyor belt to the bunk- 
ers. After the materials were batched 
from the bunkers through electrically

operated hopper scales, the aggregate 
was delivered to 8 barges, each con- 
taining compartments for 80 batches 
of 334 cu. yd. content. The barges 
were then moved to the pier site where 
the concrete mixers on the barges mixed 
the concrete which was delivered by 
conveyors into place. 

The first concrete aggregate ship- 
ment was received at Wharf No. 2 on 
August 24, 1933, and the final shipment 
on May 10, 1985. There were 8597 
ears shipped over S. P. lines to the 
wharf. 

All in all the railroad is credited with 
fine performances in handling the 
bridge materials and in cooperating 
with the contractors so that work went 
forward as quickly as possible.

CELERY: nation Eats 500 Million Bunches 


in Year; Railroad Is Big Factor in the Industry 


"THERE'S no question about it—Mr. 

and Mrs. America are fond of celery. 
Approximately 500 million bunches of 
this refreshing and healthful vegetable 
are supplied annually to the dinner 
tables of the land, according to estimate 
based on number of rail shipments in 
the United States. 

Careful selection and improvement. 
in culture have produced a steady 
growth in popularity and an increase in 
consumption that makes celory raising 
an important industry, especially in 
California, where climatic and soil con- 
ditions are so favorable. Plantings in 
California now aggregate 12,000 acres. 

The history of celery growing in Cali- 
fornia dates back to the early nineties. 
Experimental plantings were first made 
in the vicinity of San Francisco Bay but 
real commercial production began in 
Orange County in the southern part of 
the state. D. E. Smeltzer, who had un- 
successfully attempted to grow cclery 
in Florida, was first to see the possibili- 
ties of the industry in California. 
Through his efforts the country between 
the Santa Ana River and Huntington 
Beach was drained and found to be ex- 
ceptionally well adapted to celery pro- 
duction. As early as 1899 it was esti- 
mated that some 1825 carloads were 
shipped out of the state. 


Principal Districts 


Southern California districts were 
the principal producing sections until 
1916, when blight disease difficulties 
got beyond control. Center of produc- 
tion then shifted to the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin River delta sections in 
Contra Costa, San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento counties, where production ma- 
tures around Holiday time, when celery 
isin most demand. Plantings gradually 
inereased until celery is now one of the 
major erops grown. In 1921, 3600 acres 
were planted in the Delta arca; today 
there are approximately 10,000 acres. 

Principal shipping stations in north- 
erm California are El Solyo, Isleton, 
Locke, Hood and Sacramento on South- 
ern Pacific; and Terminous, Grass and 
Stockton on Western Pacific. Plantings 
have swung from the islands which have 
heavier soils to those with a light peat 
soil, where celery matures earlier. 
Main celery producing islands are 


Bouldin, Venice, Terminous, Grand 
and Staten, with 7,579 acres planted. 
As the soil in the old producing area be- 
comes depleted of plant food there is a 
constant shift to newer acreages. 

The reclaimed Cienaga (swamp 
lands) of Ballona Creek, near Log An- 
geles, known as the Venice District, is 
another important growing section. 
‘This district: produces two celery crops; 
spring and fall. Fall crop is harvested 
from September 15 to April 15, spring 
crop from May 1 to September 1. From 
a shipping standpoint the spring crop 
is more important. 


Winter Harvests 


The Chula Vista section, a few miles 
from the Mexican border in the San 
Diego District, also contributes mate- 
rielly to the celery market. Here the 
seed is planted in August and the crop 
harvested from early December to 
early April. Celery is also grown to a 
small extent in the El Monte District 
of Los Angeles County. 

The Guadalupe-Santa Maria District, 
produces from November to April. Al- 
most the entire production moves to 
eastern destination. San Jose section 
usually produces in late summer, 
through fall and into early winter. 
There is a heavy increase in planted 
acreage for the winter season 1986-1937; 
probably fifty per cent more than last 
season. 

In Oregon leading production is near 
Brooks, in a section formerly known as 
Lake Labish. This lake bed was drained 
and 1200 acres of fertile land made 
available. Six hundred acres were 
planted this year. No complete fail- 
ures have ever been recorded, although 
early frosts, particularly in 19385 and 
1936 caused some damage and reduced 
shipments. First shipments start in 
June, reach their peak in latter part of 
October, and are completed by middle 
of November. Celery was first shipped 
from this section in 1920, when less 
than 50 cars were forwarded. In 1927, 
415 ears were shipped; since then the 
yearly average has been about 320 cars. 

Approximately an entire year is 
taken to produce a crop of celery from 
the time seed beds are put in. Seed 
beds are carefully chosen’ and fertilized 
as each acre will produce enough plants 
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for twenty acres of celery. Seed is se- 
cured from commercial seed companies, 
or produced locally by the growers 
themselves. After plants are culti- 
vated in the seed beds they are ready 
for replanting. 

Formerly each plant was trans- 
planted by hand, but machines now do 
the work. In the Delta area celery is 
transplanted in June, and until harvest 
is started in November considerable 
cultivating and irrigating is necessary. 
Very little fertilizer is used, as the rich 
soil contains sufficient nourishment to 
produce an abundant crop. 


Bleaching the Stalks 


By the middle of August the first 
plantings have practically reached their 
growth, and growers start to bank the 
rows to bleach the stalks, 2 process 
known as “blanching.” Bianching 
makes the stalks more crisp, tender, 
and nutty in flavor, a fact which was 
accidentally discovered by an Italian 
gardener some 60 years ago. A por- 
tion of his celery did not mature as did 
the balance of his crop, so this gardener, 
being of a thrifty nature, marketed his 
crop with the exception of this certain 
strain. In order to save and mature 
this lot he banked it with dirt and by 
this experiment discovered he had a 
crop far superior in quality. 

Blanching is sometimes done by 
running boards along each row of 
plants; also roofing or blanching paper 
is used in the same manner as boards, 
and some growers blanch each set sepa- 
rately with papcr jackets. 

Actual harvest starts the latter part 
of October and continues as late as the 
following February. The accompany- 
ing pictures illustrate the handling of 
celery from the time it is harvested 
until ready for marketing. 

Fertilization and disease control 
play an important part in the growing 
of celery. Regular irrigation and culti- 
vation must be maintained, as well as 
spraying with fungicides to control va-

rious pest troubles. Celery shippers 
are constantly endeavoring to improve 
their pack. Holiday shipments for No- 
vember and December encounter some 
competition from New York and Michi- 
gan storage stock and the carlot move- 
ment in February and March overlaps 
with shipments from Florida. 

On the whole, however, celery from 
the Pacific Coast enjoys an enviable 
position insofar as its marketing period 
is concerned. Present indications are 
that 1936 shipments will approximate 
those of last year, when 3496 cars orig- 
inated on Southern Pacific and short 
line connections, and that with favor- 
able markets there should be an in- 
creased movement during the 1937 
season. 


FAIR SITE: S. P. Man Offered 
Navy Plan for Island in °20

pride, the fact that way back in 1920 
one of their engineers, Captain Eugene 
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P, Rideout, advanced a detailed plan to 
the U.S. Navy Department for the con- 
struction of a naval base on the shoals 
off Yerba Buena Island. Later he re- 
vised his plan to suggest an airplane 
base instead of naval base; and that’s 
just what the island will be used for 
after the great “Pageant of the Pacific” 
is over.

Rideout, who now lives in San Fran- 
cisco, was a captain in the Quarter- 
master Corps in transport service be- 
tween New York and France during the 
World War.

SCHOOL: Raitroaders Don’t Forget Mr. and Mrs. 
Customer When They Rehearse Train and Signal Rules 


“ 4 LL RIGHT, boys, the class will 
come to order.” 

Instructor John ¥, Miller was sbout 
to conduct a class in one of the most 
unusual schoolrooms in existence. Pu- 
pils don’t “go” to this school—it comes 
to them! Up and down the Pacific 
Lines it is spoken of as the “school- 
house on wheels,” but technically, it is 
called “Instruction Car.” 

Once an observation car, it was re- 
modeled to serve as a center of learning 
for enginemen, trainmen, dispatchers, 
yardmen, and towermen, upon whose 
knowledge and understanding of op- 
crating rules largely depends Southern 
Pacific’s success in maintaining its 
high standard of safety in train opera- 
tions, 

One half of the car has been con- 
verted into a “elassroom;” the other 
provides comfortable living quarters 
for the instructor and his assistant, 
C. H. Grant. 

Stepping from these quarters through 
a doorway in the center of the car, one 
encounters an entirely different scene. 
Thirty “students” are seated com- 
fortably in two rows of coach seats, 
their attention focused on Miller. On 
the platform at the head of the class 
Miller stands behind a counter about 
eight feet long and four feet high. Lift- 
ing the lid of this counter, he reveals 2 
miniature railroad that would gladden 
the heart of any youngster. It repre- 
sents six miles of railroad with sidings, 
switches, crossings, and a complete 
arrangement of automatic block signals. 
Block signals are electrically controlled, 
and as Miller moves the miniature cars 
to various designated points along the 
rails the signals operate in exactly the 
same manner as would the real ones. 
By means of this “visual education” 
the student is better able to understand 
the book of rules. 

A panel in the wall behind Miller 
holds a chart that ‘operates on rollers. 


Above this chart is pictured a section 
of railroad with points along the line 
indicated by letters of the alphabet; 
and first, second and third class trains 
indicated by: numerals. The chart con- 
tains about 125 problems of the kind 
that might confront enginemen, train- 
men and dispatchers in the handling of 
train orders. Members of the class are 
called upon to solve them according to 
their rule book. 

Class periods are of three hours 
duration. One period, which is at- 
tended by men in all branches of op- 
erating service, is devoted to @ review of 
general rules, and interlocking and 
automatic block signal operation. The 
other period covers airbrake and train 
order instruction, Yardmen are not 
required to attend this class, but tower- 
men must take train order examination 
in addition to tower rules. 


Attendance at these classes is part 
of the men’s regular duties. They are 
free to attend at any time that is most 
convenient for them, and classes are 
held both during the day and evening 
to add to that convenience. When the 
car arrives at a certain point the divi- 
sion superintendent furnishes Miller 
with a list of men in that locality who 
will attend class. The car remains at 
that point for a time estimated as suffi- 
cient to accommodate all those shown 
in the superintendent’s list. An atten- 
dance record is maintained, and this 
report is given to the superintendent 
when the allotted time has expired. 
Men sometimes return to class as many 
as eight or ten times, according to Mil- 
ler, to satisfy themselves on some point 
in the instruction which they had pre- 
viously missed. 

The instruction car has been in op-

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peration 30 years. Two years are re 
quired to cover the entire system. 
Thus, every two years those who have 
previously attended classes are given 
an opportunity to review their “ABC's” 
of railroading while newcomers learn 
how to solve problems they are likely 
to encounter. 

Miller beeame instructor in 1916, 
with a service record that started in 
1897. He left the car in 1925 to serve 
as conductor on Western division, re- 
turning as instructor in 1984. 

“JT have always been an advocate of 
courtesy,” he says, “and my experi- 
ence as conductor brought home to me 
its importance in railroading. I stress 
it in all my classes, and that is why you 
see this sign.” He pointed to a sign 
painted on the wall behind his plat- 
form, which reads: 

Courtesy is the one medium of 
exchange that is always accepted 
at par by the people of every coun- 
try on the globe. 

Courtesy is the outward expres- 
sion of an inward consideration 
for others, and is always an effec- 
tive lubricant that smoothes busi- 
ness and social relationships, elim- 
inating friction. 

He continued, ‘Courtesy is the great- 
est asset any man could have. That’s 
why I point out to the men that being 
courteous makes friends for them- 
selves and for the Company. ‘After 
all’, I tell them, ‘passengers are our 
guests—we invite them, let’s treat 
them secordingly.’ 

“And so,” he concluded, “our in- 
struction car serves a two-fold purpose 
—it teaches them what to do and how 
to do it; and it sounds the keynote 
of Southern Pacific Service—Safety, 
Courtesy and Efficiency.”

JPNDICATIONS are that Sacramento 

General Shops will easily win the 
distinction of having the lowest number 
of reportable employe casualties per 
million nan hours worked for the year 
1986. 

The Salt Lake Division stands well 
ahead of all other rail divisions, with 
Portland, San Joaquin, Western, Rio 
Grande, Coast, Sacramento, Los An- 
geles and Tucson Divisions following in 
the order named. 

lt is disappointing to find that the 
majority of the seventeen reporting 
units lost ground throughout the year 
as compared with 1935. The loss is 
particularly heavy in the Dining Car 
Department but special effort is now 
being put forth by supervisors in that 
department to bring to the attention of 
al| its employes the fact that greater 
care should be exercised to prevent per- 
sonal injuries resulting from the hand- 
ling of kitchen implements and as a 
result of articles falling from overhead 
shelving or employes being burned with 
hot grease or water. 

Thore is also 4 substantial inerease 
in the number of employes injured in 
and about freight houses, particularly 
in the larger cities. Most of these acci- 
dents are in the nature of foot and hand 
injuries, and all foremen and other 
supervisors in freight sheds ure urged 
to maintain @ sharp lookout for unsafe 
practices which bring about such acci- 
dents. 

The increase in train and yard service 
also contributed heavily to the failure 
of the Transportation Department to 
hold its own, It is a noticeable fact 
that very few of the personal injuries 
were sustained by new employes. This 
should serve as a forceful reminder to 
the older employes and those who have 
recently returned to work that they 
should use more than ordinary care to 
prevent personal injuries. 

All employes should remember that 
more than 90 per cent of the injuries 
they sustain in service are the result of 
unsafe practices whereas less than 10 
per eent are the result of unsafe condi- 
tions, 

Supervisors ag well as all employes 
would also do well to remember that 
about 12 per cent of the employes sus- 
tain 75 per cent of the injuries, indicat- 
ing that men engaged in certain oceupa- 
tions are evidently more prone to acci- 
dents than others even though the po- 
tential hazard of accident may not be 
SO great. 

Also, remember that nearly one 
third of all the personal injuries are the 
result of “falls” of various kinds, 
Nothing can be more helpful in the 
prevention of accidents of this kind 


than for all employes to thoroughly sell 
themselves the fact that if they will 
“maintain a firm grip and a-safe foot- 
hold” at all times it will do more than 
any other one thing to reduce the 
hazard of injury.
